Witnessess of Disaster See Many Peo- 


ple Drown While Trying to Reach 
Land and Are Powerless to Render 
Aid Owing to the Furious Storm- 
Piteous Appeals for Help From the 
Ship —No Life Saving Appliances. 
Boston, Jan. 13—[Special Telegram"] 


—Details from the wreck in St. Mary's 
Bay, near St. Johns, N. F., this morning 
stale that at least sixty people have 
perished and still it has been impossible 
to identify the wreck. A truck has 
drifted ashore at Peters River containing 
a woman's 
clothing and 
millinery, 


which shows that women were on the 
the ship. 
Other garments were also 


picked up including a pair of trousers 
marked "J. J." 


Proliably There are No Survivors 


The steamer, presumably e^st bound, 


went ashore before daylight Thursday 
morning. A treacherous, current, un- 
charted because of its varying move- 
ment runs into St. Mary's bay and drags 
many a ship to destuction as it did this 
one. A snowstorm raged all Monday 
night and the shrewdest navigator would 
be baffled. 


How this ship came to grief will ever 


remain a mystery for not a soul on board 
remains alive to tell the tale. 


When the ship struck and was seen 


be hopelessly wrecked, the crew 


aunched the boats and tried to get 
away from the doome'd steamer, but the 
mountainous seas crushed the frail boats 
and every person on them perished. 
One boat with two bo-iies, one believed 
;o be that of a woman, was washed 
ashore in a cove but so far it has been 
too stormy to at'empt gtt'.ing it. 


All Oil Board Have Perished. 


St. John's, N. P., 'Jan. 13.—The de- 


tails that have been received of the > 
•wreck of the unidentified steamship at 
Peters river, St. Mary's bay, show it tti 
be a disaster of an unusually terrible 
nature. The name of the vessel is still 
a mystery, but it is a large ship and 
probably carried passengers, as pieces 
of many boats are visible about. 


The settlers along the coast wew 


drawn by the flames of the burning 
hull early Wednesday morning. 
The 


boat was then a complete wreck, aud 
those on board .were doomed to cer- 
tain death. 
Three alone survived a 


company variously estimated at from 
iii'ty to seventy, with perhaps 
many 


passengers. These three es.caped oniy 
for a time the death that had engulfed 
all the rest, tor they never reached the 
land. 
The others had launched the 


boats after the vessel struck, but all 
had- swamped at the davits, sending 
their human freight to speedy death. 


The steamer weut to pieces Thursday 


night, the fire flickering and dying as 
the water gained on it, and at mid- 
day.there was nothing above the water 
but the topmasts. 


The storm increased instead of de- 


creased, and scattered the 
wreckage 


and reduced to disjointed limbs the 
bodies which were floating about the 
wreck. It is believed that all on board 
the steamship have perished. 
Indeed, 


it will be fortunate if the resistless 
wind does not complete its work of de- 
struction before the storm passes, so 
that not an object will remain to iden- 
tity the boat. 


Owing to the fact that the boat was 


a two-masted vessel the marine offi- 
cials here declare it was not an oil 
tanker, there not being a two-masted 
steamer of that build afloat. T-he be- 
lief is confirmed from the number ot 
boats adrift that it is a passenger ship.

A hundred million dollars a year ap- 


pears to be the present market offered 
to the people of tho United States by 
Cuba, Porto Rico, Hawaii and the Philip- 
pines, provided we nre able to supply 
the normal demand in those islands for 
foreign products. 
This estimate is 


based upon their actual aoasutnption in 
years of normal 
conditions. 
How 


lapidly this will increase remains to be 
seen, but if the experience of the past 
year in Hawaii is an indication of what 
will happen elsewhere the increase must 
be very rapid. The exports from the 
United States to Hawaii in the ten 
months of 1899 whose record is now 
complete are more than double those of 
the corresponding months of 1897 and 
nearly double those of the corresponding 
months of 1898, 
while to Cuba they 


promise to exceed in 1899, those of any 
previous year, even surpassing that of 
the great reciprocity year 1893, when 
the exports to that island were double 
the average of earlier years. 
More than 


one half the supplies which Cuba, Porto 
Kioo and the Philippines have received 
from other parts of the world in former 
years have been furnished them by 
Sp<iin.

The first important discovery of land 


by an American came about, in 1820. At 
that time the South Shetland islands, 
sighted by Dirk Gerritz in .1598 and by 
him named New Iceland, hud just been 
rediscovered 
by Sir William Smith, 


and, 
according to the good old Eng- 


lish custom, duly recuristened. They 
seemed to offer a good field for sealers, 
and promptly a fleet from Stoniugton 
was on hand In Yankee harbor, then 
the southernmost refuge known. The 
commander, Capt. Pendleton, noticed 
lofty peaks still farther south, and sent 
Capt. N. B. Palmer in. the sloop Hero, 
"but little rising 40 tons," to make 'in- 
vestigations. Capt. Palmer found the 
new country extensive, but bleak and 
useless for sealing, aud he promptly 
returned. Near Yankee harbor he fell 
in with the famous exploring expedi- 
tion under Bellingshausen. The Rus- 
sians had supposed the South Shetland 
to be a discovery of theirs, and were 
amazed to fine! an American vessel 
"apparently," as Fanning reports the 
speech of the commander, "in as fine 
order as if it were hut yesterday she 
had left the United States." They were 
further amazed when Palmer told them 
of the new land beyond. Bellingshau- 
sen sailed farther south, and discov- 
ered more lands, but did not forget to 
give to Palmer the honor of first sight- 
ing the outlines of the continent. In 
the following season Palmer visited 
liis discovery again, coasted it for al- 
most 15 degrees—from about the 64th 
parallel of longitude to the 49th—and 
at 61 degrees 41 minutes came upon a 
strait which he named after Washing- 
ton. 
He landed in a bay and chris- 


tened it for Monroe. His names, how-

ATTEMPT TO FLANK THE BOERS. 


JDeciaive Battle Must Now 
T»k<: Place 


iu a Few Days— Offlelltl List of .Cualiul-

War. 


London, Jan. 13.—Gen. Sir Redvers 


Buller has at length begun his second 
attempt to relieve Ladysmitlu 
A dis- 


patch sent Thursday night shows that 
some part of his force has crossed the 
Little Tugela river and occupied a de- 
fensible position on the south bank of 
the main river a few miles north of 
Springfield, and within 8,000 yards of 
the enemy's strong intrenchuicnts. 


The. movement is believed here to 


indicate that Gen. Buller intends to at- 
tempt a flanking attack on the right 
•«nd of the Boers' line. 


The burghers are understood to be 


in strong force nt the juuction o£ the 
two Tugelas. It was reported several 
days ago that Gen. Buller was building 
a railroad in the direction of Spring- 
field from Frere, whither the greater 
part of his forces had withdrawn just 
prior to the fighting which began at 
Lady-smith last Saturday. 


This was borne out by his compara- 


tive weakness in Coleriso on Sunday, 
when he said he had ordered out all 
his available troops. These it is known 
now only amounted to about JO.000 
men, whereas his army was f u l l y , if 
not quite, 30,000. 


It is reasoned

by

critics that the secret of the weakness 


. of that demonstration was that the 
remainder o£ the army was occupied iu 
other work. 


They say that there is good reason 10 


believe that these men. perhaps 20,uOO, 
have, by means of the railway spoken

Dewdrop, which is only ten miles from 
his present position, he will be almost 
in sight of Ladysmith, which is only 
eight miles further.

Gen. Buller's movement is no sur- 


prise to military men here. The ad- 
vance is believed to be made in ac- 
cordance with important plans com- 
municated by Gen. Buller to Lord Rob- 
erts, and sanctioned by 
the 
latter. 


Borne critics think that Gen. Buller, 
whose dislike £or Lord Roberts 
and 


contempt for his military capabilities 
are well known, is determined to carry 
through the Natal campaigns unassist- 
ed by the commander in chief. Doubt- 
less he counts on the moral shaking 
administered to the Boers by Gen. Sir 
George White at Ladysmith to render 
his task easier. In that case it will be
